Transportation Cabinet awards contracts for 
six projects in District 10 


JACKSON, Ky. 
— The Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet recently 
awarded contracts total¬ 
ing nearly $2 million for 
six highway projects in 
five counties within the 
Department of Highways 
District 10. 

Contracts awarded as 
part of the March letting 
are: 

* A $958,176.25 project 
for rehabilitation of the 
bridge carrying KY 3193 
(Wolverine Road) over 
the North Fork of the 
Kentucky River in Brea¬ 
thitt County. 

* A $126,133.66 proj¬ 
ect for resurfacing 0.48 
miles of KY 205 in Wolfe 
County near the Morgan 
County line. 

* A $99,462 project for 
resurfacing 0.97 miles of 
KY 3528 (East Pendleton 
Street) in Powell County. 

* A $266,394.95 project 


for resurfacing 2.44 miles 
of KY 52 in Lee County 
east of Beatty ville. 

* A $104,552.90 proj¬ 
ect for resurfacing 0.35 
miles of KY 11 in Wolfe 
County near the Lee 
County line. 

* A $442,161 project for 
resurfacing 3.09 miles of 
KY 28 in Owsley County 
east of Booneville. 

Work on all proj¬ 
ects is to be completed by 
Nov. 15. 

The Department 
of Highways District 
10 consists of 10 coun¬ 
ties - Breathitt, Estill, 

Lee, Magoffin, Menifee, 
Morgan, Owsley, Perry, 
Powell and Wolfe — in 
east-central and south¬ 
eastern Kentucky. The 
district office is located in 
Jackson. 

Construction ac¬ 
tivities are scheduled on 
a tentative basis and are 


subject to change depend¬ 
ing on weather condi¬ 
tions. Motorists are asked

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Voluntary incentive program seeks to create 
new opportunities for landowners, 
elk hunters 


FRANKFORT, 
Ky. - Kentucky’s elk 
zone encompasses more 
than 4.1 million acres in 
16 counties and a new 
program developed by 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources strives to make 
more of that land acces¬ 
sible to the public during 
the elk hunting seasons. 

The Voucher 
Cooperator Elk Permit 
Program offers private 
landowners and lessees an 
incentive for volunteering 
to open their land for elk 
hunter access: an elk tag 
of their own. The Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission proposed the 
framework for the pro¬ 
gram late last year. 

Kentucky held 
its first elk hunt in 2001 
when Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife issued just 12 
quota elk permits. The 
number of permits issued 
annually through the 
elk quota hunt draw has 
increased to 900 gen¬ 
eral permits and 10 youth 
permits as the herd has 
grown to an estimated 


10,000 animals in the 
years since. 

Hunter success 
rates remain high overall 
but some traditional hunt¬ 
ing areas in the elk zone 
aren’t holding the num¬ 
bers they once did. 

“We’ve got to 
have more places for 
people to go and essen¬ 
tially spread out hunting 
pressure,” said John Hast, 
deer and elk program 
biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “We’re 
seeing fewer elk on the 
traditional elk areas with 
lots of public land around 
them because they have 
just been hunted hard now 
for years. The elk essen¬ 
tially have been run off 
those open areas where 
you could routinely go 
out and see 100 elk in an 
evening and are using the 
woods a lot more.” 

The department 
has used Limited Entry 
Areas (LEA) in recent 
years to manage the 
harvest of elk on areas 
with large tracts of public 
land and heavy elk hunt¬ 
ing pressure. But unless 


private land becomes 
available for elk hunter 
access, biologists believe 
the hunting pressure will 
be unsustainable on those 
areas. 

Enter the Voucher 
Cooperator Elk Permit 
Program, which is sepa¬ 
rate from and does not 
change the landowner 
cooperator elk permit sys¬ 
tem already in place. Any 
landowner or lessee with 
at least 100 acres in the 
elk zone would be eligible 
to enroll in the new incen¬ 
tive program. 

Each enrolled 
voucher property would 
have a set limit of hunters 
allowed on the land at any 
point in the elk hunt¬ 
ing season. That number 
would stem from biolo¬ 
gists’ recommendations, 
voucher cooperator input, 
and the number of elk us¬ 
ing the area. 

“Accessing some 
of that timbered land 
around the traditional elk 
hunting areas, I think, 
would provide productive 
hunting,” Hast said. 

In exchange for 
volunteering to allow elk 
hunting access on their 
property, the voucher 
cooperator would accu¬ 
mulate points toward a 
Kentucky elk tag for each 
elk successfully harvested 
on their property by 
drawn hunters. 

The voucher co- 
operator would be cred¬ 
ited two points for bull elk 
and one point for cow elk 
harvested on their prop¬ 
erty. Points do not expire 
and may be accrued over 
multiple years. Upon ac¬ 
cumulating 20 points, the 
landowner or lessee of the 
property would receive 
one voucher elk permit, 
which would be transfer¬ 
able and valid for either 
sex on any land the land¬ 


owner or lessee owns or 
leases in the elk zone the 
next season. Any points 
left over would remain as 
a balance for the landown¬ 
er or lessee to put toward 
a future tag. 

Voucher coopera¬ 
tors would have the option 
to close elk hunting access 
during other hunting 
seasons, such as deer and 
bear seasons. And enroll¬ 
ing doesn’t preclude the 
voucher cooperator from 
inviting others to hunt 
the land. However, only 
elk harvested by hunt¬ 
ers signed up to hunt on 
the property would count 
toward the point total. 

“Each landowner 
will have tons of con¬ 
trol over how things are 
done,” Hast said. 

Beyond the incen¬ 
tive to landowners and 
lessees, and expanded op¬ 
portunity for hunters, bi¬ 
ologists envision the new 
program spurring habitat 
improvement on private 
land and helping mitigate 
elk nuisance issues while 
fostering relationships 
between landowners and 
elk hunters. 

“Landowners out 
there want to be in the elk 
game,” Hast said. “This 
program involves them 
in the process while they 
work toward what is one 
of the most sought-after 
hunting opportunities in 
Kentucky.”

2012 they were spend¬ 
ing more than they were 
taking in and that is the 
trend now looking at 2012 
to 2014. Dr. Bobrowski 
stated that you could see 
that they were curbing that 
trend and spending less as 
they moved to 2014. Ms. 
Sandlin stated that it was 
not as bad as 2014. Dr. 
Bobrowski stated that in 
2014, they spent roughly 
$17, 503 more than they 
brought in. Ms. Sandlin 
stated that this was only 
General Fund. The next 
chart Ms. Sandlin showed 
the board members was for 
2015 - 2018, the projected 
charts, that would show 
the path they were headed 
on if they followed the 
trend they currently were 
on. She stated the bot¬ 
tom line was the carry 
forward money they were 
using. She stated that this 
year they had a little under 
$600,000 to start off the 
school year. Ms. Sandlin 
told the board members 
if they continued on their 
current trend by the 2018, 
they will be down to less 
than $200,000. “And I 
know,” stated Ms. Sandlin, 
“ If Jerry (McIntosh) were 
here he would talk about 
how, at this rate, in several 
more years after that we’re 
not going to be able to 
make payroll.” Ms. Sand¬ 
lin stated this was based on 
the averages from 2012 to 
2014, she used to project 
this average. Ms. Sandlin 
took the same numbers 
from the same chart and 
from 2015-2016 and cut 
the spending in V 2 and at 
the end of 2017 equaled 
out. If we can equal out, 
our carry forward money 
would be of what it is 

now. 

Mr. Gary Deaton, 
board member asked where 
they were loosing the 
money from? Ms. Sandlin 
stated that’s the next chart. 
Student attendance and 
SEEK money. In 2014 we 
were at 92% attendance 
to get Average Daily At¬ 


tendance. SEEK Funding 
was also projected on the 
chart. 

Peggy Edwards 
talked with the board 
members about the 2% 
raise and how they had put 
this in the budget to see 
how it would effect the 
budget. This raise would 
be approximately $80,000 
plus approximately 
$20,000 fringe benefits. 

Mr. Scotty Combs, board 
member asked about grant 
money, such as “Race to 
the top money” He asked 
where that money was go¬ 
ing and if it was helping. 
Ms. Edwards stated that 
that money, which they 
called Title II moneys or 
grants was decreasing and 
all of the previous salaries 
that were being paid out of 
there were now being paid 
out of general fund. Ms. 
Edwards stated that for ex¬ 
ample, Math Achievement 
Grant was no longer being 
funded so the teacher 
salary that was being paid 
out of that grant would 
now have to be paid out of 
general fund. 

Mr. Combs, board 
member asked about the 
coordinator positions that 
have ha d beed through: 
special funds that have 
been hired for 3-5 years. 
He asked if they were 
wisely spending their dol¬ 
lars by moving our people 
over into these positions 
because then we have to 


meets every Tuesday after 
school until 6:00 p.m. in 
the office space directly 
next to the Owsley County 
Action Team.

Mr. Sylvia Ha- 
vicus asked if the class 
sizes would go up? Dr. 
Bobrowski stated that the 
high school where they 
have their core classes 
and other kids that have 
virtual classes but they are 
not in their classrooms. 

He stated that even as it is 
projected, their numbers 
should not go up in the 
classrooms.

Owsley County Fiscal Court Meeting 


At the regular 
Owsley County Fiscal 
Court Meeting on Mon¬ 
day, May 11,2015 all offi¬ 
cials were present except 
Owsley Clerk Shana Oli¬ 
ver. A motion was made 
by Zeke Little, Jr, sec¬ 
onded by Mike Thomas to 
dispense of the reading 
of the minutes. 

Mildred Hudson, 
County Treasurer re¬ 
viewed the County Trea¬ 
surer's report. Balances 
as of April 30,2015:Gen- 
eral fund - $162,317.37; 
Road - $268,691.12; 

Jail-$5,168.30; L.G.E.A - 
$11,171.79; Solid Waste 
- $58,956.54; Parks & 
Recreation - $2,025.40; 
LGEDF-$110,250.20 for 
a total cash balance of 
$626,634.72. 

A discussion was 
had on the quarterly 
financial statement that is 
faxed into the state local 
finance officer. Judge 
Turner stated that the 
magistrates would be 
getting one of them each 
quarter before they sent 
them out. No motion 
was made. 

The 2015-2016 
first reading of the bud¬ 
get was the next item on 
the agenda. JudgeTumer 
ask the magistrates to 
take it home and look 
over it and feel free to 
make revisions and bring 
them back to the next fis¬ 
cal court meeting. Judge 
Turner stated that if he 
had any carryover from 
this year he wanted to go 
ahead and pay bills that 
were owed with it. The 
first bill was the $25,000 
audit bill and any other 
bill they need to pay. In 
the new budget, Judge 
Turner stated that real 


property would be about 
the same at $104,000. 
Insurance License tax 
went up so he increased 
up to $205,000; the 911 
telephone fee decreased 
$ 13,686; Workers comp 
went down; Excess fees 
for the county clerk- 
reduced to $20,000. 
Judge Turner stated that 
those were the biggest 
changes. He also stated 
that the employees had a 
$600 increase in salaries. 

One of the em¬ 
ployees that was hired for 
the position in the solid 
waste department during 
the last fiscal court meet¬ 
ing declined the position. 
Judge Cale Turner recom¬ 
mended Kevin Gattis. 

He stated that he had 
checked his references 
and they were all good. 

A motion was made by 
Zeke Little, seconded by 
Tim Bishop to hire Kevin 
Gattis, motion carried. 

A motion was 
made to close a section 
of Hollan Road from the 
gate that starts at Todd 
and Marquisa Little's 
property. This was adver¬ 
tised in the local paper. 
The motion was made 
by Zeke Little, seconded 
by Mike Thomas, motion 
carried. 

JudgeTurner 
stated that Owsley Coun¬ 
ty had qualified on the 
April FEMA at +30,000. 
There should be a kick 
off in the next couple of 
days. He stated that the 
county did not qualify 
for the snow in February 
but since a neighboring 
county did qualify that 
the county could con¬ 
test and that the county 
should have a good 
chance to win. I have 


sent an email requesting 
that we be considered. 

JudgeTumer 
stated that he had been 
working on the Solid 
Waste Code Enforce¬ 
ment Board. He stated 
that he would have a list 
of names to present to 
the magistrates at the 
June fiscal court meet¬ 
ing. Magistrate Little 
stated that he still had 
people saying that they 
were not getting bills for 
garbage. JudgeTurner 
ask the magistrates to call 
the office and let them 
know who they were. He 
stated that Jan Michael 
Bishop had been riding 
the trucks and taking 
names of everyone that 
was not paying. He had 
also found people that 
had dumpsters and were 
paying $12.00 and the 
dumpsters would be 
removed shortly. 

JudgeTumer 
stated that the Sheriff's 
Office grant had been 
approved to receive 
two new club cab cruis¬ 
ers. The fiscal court had 
agreed to match $12,000 
and he was planning on 
going through KACO and 
get one of their loans 
at 3.5% for the match 
money. Sheriff Shouse 
ask if he could borrow 
money through KACO be¬ 
cause he was depending 
on his Sheriff's fee money 
and he did not have 
the money to match. 

He had over $6000 but 
needed $13,000. Judge 
Turner stated he would 
check and he told Sheriff 
Should they would make 
sure that they would 
make sure they got the 
grant. 

JudgeTumer 


stated that 27 gallons 
of paint had already 
been paid for to use for 
the picnic tables at the 
county park and it had 
already been picked up. 
He also stated that there 
were several cracks in 
the blacktop and sealer 
needs to be applied. He 
stated that they would 
need to block off that 
part of the park while it 
was applied. He stated 
he wanted to continue to 
upgrade the park. 

Magistrate Mike 
Thomas asked if they 
had started mowing the 
roads. Road foreman 
James P. McIntosh stated 
they had but very limited 
because they were still 
working on the roads. 

Magistrate Little 
asked if they had started 
using the blacktop 
machine. JudgeTumer 
stated not at this time 
because they were still 
changing out drainpipes.

Thomas asked about a 
hole at Fox Hunter's Knob 
if it was on the County or 
State and could be fixed. 
Forman McIntosh said it 
was state. 

Magistrate 

Bishop ask about helping 
a family with their road 
in his district, road 2025. 
JudgeTurner stated that 
it shouldn't be a problem 
if there was a right of way 
since there was a cem¬ 
etery up in there. County 
Attorney McIntosh told 
them to call his office 
next week and make an 
appointment and bring 
their documents and he 
would tell them what 
they needed to help the 
county establish a county 
road.
